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2. CLAIM 

A wafer scriber which is arranged above a semiconductor wafer fixed 
to a vacuum adsorption chuck on an X*Y stage, and scribes the 
semiconductor wafer with use of a diamond cutter provided with a 
mechanism that can detect the edge plane of the semiconductor wafer, 
characterized in that said scriber has a function of changing the transport 
speed of the X-Y stage before and after the diamond cutter contacts the 
surface of the semiconductor wafer. 

3. DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE DEVICE 
[Effect of the Device] 

As has been explained heretofore, the utility model has an advantage 
tin which an arbitrary scribing length can be obtained with high accuracy 
indifferent to the moving speed of a chuck 3 by moving the chuck in the 
scribing direction after a diamond cutter 1 having a mechanism of detecting 
the edge plane of a semiconductor wafer 2 contacts the surface of the 
semiconductor wafer 2. 



4. BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS: 

Figure 1 is a diagram showing the locus of the diamond cutter of the 
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wafer scriber in the present utility model; Fig. 2 is a stereoscopic diagram 
showing the basic configuration and the operational direction of the 
constituting part of the wafer scriber; Fig. 3 is a diagram showing the locus 
of the diamond cutter of a conventional wafer scriber; and Fig. 4 is a diagram 
showing the locus of the diamond cutter when the conventional wafer scriber 
changes the moving speed of the chuck,
